During the past semester we have seen half the original stu- 
dent council replaced. The reason: too much work. Undoubtedly 
this is an indication that people are not making wise decisions when 
they choose to run for student body office. 

When making the decision to run for student body office one 
thing is now apparent. It is not a popularity contest. Nor should 
it be deemed so by any prospective candidate. 

The student council makes the policies for some 1100 student 
body members, and in addition supervises a $22,000 a year business. 
This ordinarily cannot be done by winners of popularity contests. 

Candidacy is definitely a serious business. Election to office 
is serious and time. consuming. It is not good to have to fill empty 
slots left by 50 per cent of- the council. 

There is no great deal of reward for a student council member 
—eyven less if he does a good job. The only reward is the gratitude 
and admiration of those who work with that person, and see him in 
action. Then too it can be said that a good job is its own reward. 
Therefore in order to be honest with yourself, and to be honest with 
your constitutents, it is definitely necessary to make sure that there 
will be time to do the job well, then decide that you will be-a-credit 
to yourself as well as to the Associated Students. 

In a four year school, the load of student government is carried 
by upper division students. At MPC the load must be carried often 
by inexperienced people. This load is equal to that carried by those 
upper division students of the four year school. In view of this fact, 
it is evident that, for the most part, ASMPC councils have done a 


fine job. Nevertheless, El Yanqui feels that there is room for im-. 


provement; that the student body is now large enough that there 
can be more selection in choosing student officers; that the in- 
dividuals, before deciding to run, be more thoughtful before their

Vice President “W.P.L.J.’ was recorded on the 
Music City Label in Oakland and be- 
came an immediate success. The 
tune, written by Luther McDaniel, a 
member of the group, was the num- 
ber one disk on the rhythm and blues 
hit parade for two weeks and gross- 
ed $15,900, at its peak. Royalty 
checks were sent to the group leader 
monthly. 

When the boys first decided to 
try the big time, they acquired a 
booking agent, who outfitted them, 
selected their dates, and got them 
their recording contract. After an 
audition with the disk company, they 
signed for a recording session and 
cut a number of tunes. 

Music city provided a band to back 
the group and the boys were briefed 
on how to make a record, When the 
time for their session arrived, the 
Dueces simply stepped up to a huge 
contraption and sang. A few months 
later they had a hit on their hands.

Actors Taught Techniques Dean, 


Brando Learned At NY Work Shop 


MPC students are taught acting by 
a combination of the Stanislavsky 
method and that used at the New 
York Actors’ Work Shop, according 
to drama department head Morgan 
Stock. 

Stanislavsky’s theories deal with 
inner responses—the actor must not 
play the part; he must live it. 

The New York Actor’s Work Shop, 
which turns out performers such as 
Marlon Brando and the late James 
Lieane, deals with outer responses. 
Techniques and an objective approach 
are stressed. 

During the year, students work on 
pantomime, improvisation, and con- 
centration exercises, but the course 
is divided into five main sections: 
sensibility; imagination; concentra- 
tion; observation; and characteriza- 
tion, 

Some Continue 

Approximately 20 students are en- 
rolled this year. Some are serious 
and will go on, Stock believes, while 
others hope to gain self expression, 
self confidence or simply enjoyment. 

This final examination will bring 
in advanced students in the direction 
and production classes as well as 
those taking elementary make-up. 
They .will do scenes from various 
plays directed by more advanced 
classes, while artists of grease paint 
and false hair apply their knowledge. 

Nose Putty 

This knowledge, as learned in the 
class, covers theatrical make-up for 
everything from juvenile to character 


parts. Students work with nose putty 
and learn to apply beards, scars and 
other deformities. The clowns who 
advertised the costume ball were 
products of this class. 


Police Training Majors 
Should Take Dramatics 


Sign-up lists in drama classes con- 
tain a number of police training 
majors every year. Their enrollment 
is not based on whim but on serious 
forethought of their future duties. 

“A police officer needs to have 
control of his emotions at all times,’’ 
explained Tor Spindler, chairman of 
the police training department. ‘’He’s 
always in the public eye—on stage, 
you might say.” 

At MPC, a course in acting is sug- 
gested, but at San Jose State—where 
many PT majors transfer — it is a 
requirement. 

A sense of drama may be an asset 
to a policeman in many instances. 
“When an officer is dealing with a 
crowd he has to know how to hide 
his own emotions; to act as an auto- 
mat to enforce the law,’ Spindler 
said, ‘“That crowd is an audience— 
sometimes a critical one,’ he added. 

Control of the emotions while in- 
terrogating a person may or may not 
be good. Knowing when and how to 
vary the pitch of voice is, he con- 
cluded.

From Wharf to Tin Barn 


The new year heralds a new theatre 
for the college drama department— 
the Tin Barn of the Army Language 
School. 

“Of course the Presidio Players 
have first call on the theatre,”’ Mr. 


. Stock said, ‘but otherwise it’s ours.” 


The Player’s most recent perform- 
ance was given in June. 

Biggest headache involved in stag- 
ing productions at the Wharf Thea- 
tre--where MPC’s fall performances 
have been given, was access to the 
stage. The Wharf Players’ busy sched- 
ule kept MPC actors off-stage ex- 
cept during dress rehearsals and per- 
formances. It also denied them per- 
formances on weekend. Space limita- 
tions also caused difficulties. 

Tin Barn facilities are extensive, 
including two sets of dressing rooms, 
make-up space, wings, walkways and 
paint, carpentry and set shops. The: 
stage itself has been called ‘’the most 
extensive within 180 miles of the 
Peninsula.”’ = 

Housed in the old motor pool 
building on the upper slopes of the 
military reservation, the theatre seats 
300. 

Miles of draperies separate the 
auditorium from the rest of the spa- 
cious building. A lounge and coffee 
bar complete the picture. 

Built by the Presidio Players, the 


Tin Barn was completed in 1954, 
Since that time they have produced 
five plays; four farces and one drama. 

“Hay Fever,’’ by Noel Coward, was 
presented in June of 1955. All prof- 
its—$612.53——went into the Inter- 
national Scholarship Fund and helped 
bring two foreign students to MPC 
last year.
